Mr Thornton, member for Southwark, approved of the taX,y 
in which he faid he was forty to oppofe the opinion of his con- 
ftituents ; but he thought the burthen would ultimately center 
with the confumer, and in no wife affeé thofe from whom it 
was to be collected. : 

Mr Alderman Townfend next rofe, and faid, if the tax was 
to be paid by the confumer,.it would be a good one. If it 
was laid on any fpecifig article, the dealer might be able to 
afcertain exaétly the advance he should be jultifiable in making 
in the prices of his different articles of trade ; but the houfe- 
tax had not occafioned’ an advance in the price of any retail 
goods, nor could any advance be made thereon; and the fame 
would be the cafe with regard to retail fhops, the proprietors 
of which would feel the preffure of the tax, which therefore 
would be oppreflive and partial; and as an honourable Member 
(Mr Alderman Newnham) }ud well obferved, the fhop-keep- 
ers could not indemnify themlelyes, without committing extor- 
tion upon the public. “Though he would give minifters credit 
for having as good inténtidns,as any men that ever had the 
management of public affairs, his duty to his conftituents obli- 
ged him to give his moft hearty negative to the propofed tax. 

Mr Roe contended, that the tax would have a fair, and 
not a partial operation, as it would be regulated by the amount 
of the rent of the houfes wherein the fhops were kept, and 
confequently in proportion to the extent of the bufinefs carried 
on. 

Mr Maiuwarring was of opinion, that no men had greater 
difficulties to encounter than fhop-keepers, who were not in a 
fituation to bear additional burthens, when the difficulty of 
procuring money for the purpofes of trade were fo great, 
and the intereft on it {0 high. If a thop-keeper paying 
301. a-yearrent- was Liable so a tax of 3 |. by the fimalle{t ad. 
vance he could make on his articles of trade, he mtight not be 
able:to taife only that fum ; but the fmallett poflible addition 
might produce 61.-fo that for every hundred thoufand that 
would go into the Exchequer, the public would pay two hun- 
dred thoufand pounds. Playing cards, though taxed high al- 
ready, might bear an addition ; meflage cards, and many other 
articles, might be more proper-objeéts of taxation than fhop- 
keepers. He fhould vote againft the tax, as being grievous 
and partial. 

Sir Watkin Lewes difapproved of the merchants, bankers, 
and opulent traders being exempted, while the tax would fall 
heavy upon the middling clafs; he therefore fhould oppofe the 
tax. 

Sir Herbert Macksbort difaypraved the tax on the fame 
ground, 

Mr Alderman /¥at/on thought it fevere that a poor induttri- 
ous mechanic, or perhaps a widow with a numerous family, 
who fold a few articles to procure the mere neceffaries of life, 
fhould be fubject toa tax, from which the merchant and bank- 
er, who dealt in money by wholefiale, was to be exempt. Asa 
fab{fcute, he would recommend a tax of 30 |, upon every per- 
fon practiling the Jaw, which, taking the number at 5000, 
would produce f50,000 1. a-year; and shis, he thought, 
would be a mode of raifing money infinitely preferable to that 
of opprefling thofe who earned a fubliftence by the fweat of 
their brow. 

Mr Dempfter'and Mr Pulteney oppofed the tax. 

Mr Fox insted that the fhop tax was’ but a fapplemental 
part of the houfe tax, wherchy traders were to be compelled to 
pay exorbitant rents for the convenience of carrying on their 
bufinefs, and that it would bear hard on thofe who were leai{t 
able to bear the barthen. ~ 

Lord Norch obferved, that it had been acknowledged the 
manufacture of cambrics had ceafed, and therefore he conceived 
there could be no obje<tion to laying a moderate duty on the 
importation of that article, which would produce’ 20,000 |. 
With refpect tothe tax propefed by an Hon. Alderman of 30 1. 
upon each perfon practifing the law, he was apprehentive there 
was not a fuflicient number who could afford to pay that fum ; 
nor did hé appfove of his Right Hon. Friend’s propotition for 
doubling the houfe tax. When the auction tax was inftitured, 
certain files were exempted, namely, thofe of the Ea(t India 
and Hudfon’s Bay Companies, and the fales in Chancery. 
Te. amount of the India Company’s fales was eftimated at three 
millions thee hundred thoufand pounds a-year, and by includ- 
ing thofe fales in the auction tax, a revenue might be produced 
of 41,0091. a*year. ‘The profits of the Hudfoa Bay Compa- 
ny were known to be great, and they could afford to pay tax ; 
and he faw no reafon why eftates in Chancery fhould be free, 
when thofe out of Chancery were liable thereto. Thefe, with 
other taxes that unight be devifed, he thought might emable the 
Right Honourable Gentleman to abandon the tax on fhops. 
He wa’ averfe to abolifhing hawkers and pedlars, whom he 
thought ufefub in reftsaining fhop-keepers in the diftant parts of 
the country frons making exorbitant demands for their goods ; 
but ifthe tgx was te pals, he would reconimend an. addition- 
al tax on the hawkers, who ought not to be allowed to trade 
on more advantageous terms than the fhop-keeper. Though he, 
was averfe:to.tbe tax, if the Houfe fhould divide, he would 
not vote apainft it. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer did not think the tax upon 
perfons praftiling the law would produce fo much as had been 
ftateds With regard to cambrics, they being prohibited, and 
as it would be improper to give any hints that might induce a 
fupply of that article in a contraband way, he would decline 


goitig into any argument on that head. The noble Lord in the 
blue ribbon had himfelf. brought in the] bill for an auSion tax, 
wherein the India and Hudfon Bay Companies, and the Chan- 
cery fuits, were exempted ; if this exemption was then pra- 
dent, why was not the continuance of 1 fo hike cwile? It was to 
be remembered, that when the profits of the Ladia Company 
exceeded.a ftipulated amount, the public were to participate 
therein ; and therefore to encreafe their difficulties, or to de. 
duct from their capital while in a tlourituing ftate, would be e. 
qually impolitic. He objected to doubling the houfe tax, be- 
caufe it would be an indifcriminate tax upon rent; but if the 
affeffment of the houfe-tax was a fair criterion to go by, the 
fhop-tax would produce the fum at which it had been itated ; 
and he thought it would operate in a fair, and by no means in 
a partial manner, as it would be paid in proportion to the ip- 
comes of thofe who were the objects of it. 

Lord North rofe to explain. He faid the auction-tax had 
been taken at 37,000 |. but it was found the produce would be 
41,000 |. towards the public expences. 

Lord Hood oppofed the tax, as did Mr Alderman Saw. 
bridge. | ; 

Mr Alderman Newnham again contended againft it ; after 
which the Houfe divided,

Immediately after the divifion took place on the fecond read. 
ing of this bill, ; 

Mr Sheridan rofe, and moved for the printing of the bill.

Irish ‘Treaty of CoMMERCE. 

The Houfe having refolved iclelf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to confider of fo much of his Majelty’s {peech as 
relates to the final adjuftment of a commercial intercourfe be. 
tween Great Britain and Ireland, and Mr Michael Angelo 
"Tayler having taken his feat at the table, 

he Chancellor of the Exchequer moved the following refo- 
lution, That it is the opinion of this Committee, 

“© That it is highly important to the general interefts of the 
Britith empire, that the laws for regulating trade and naviga- 
tion fhould be the fame in Great Britain and Ireland; and 
therefore, that. it is eflential towards carrying into effect the 
prefent fettlement, that all laws which have been made, or 
fhall be made in Great Britain, for fecuring exclufive priviles 
ges to the thips and mariners of Great Britain, Ireland, and 
the Britifh colonies and plantations, and for regulating and re- 
{training the trade of the Britifh colonies and plantations, 
fhould be in foree in Ireland in the fame manner as in Great- 
Britain ; and that proper meafures fhould from time to time be 
taken, for effectually carrying the fame into execution.” 

Mr Sheridau made a few obfervations on this refolution, and 
the amendments intended to be made by the Chancellor of the
